Washington, May 3—Iben Francis Greenlaw, an 
American citizen, and his minor son, were murdered 
yesterday at Pallazados, Mexico, by Mexican bandits, 
according to information to the state deparfment to­ 
day.

In addition to this, Japan has had control of all cables and ‘druggists can supp y you. 
mails, and got her own story in first. Tatters were" ensored and 
the position of missionaries was made exceedfnglv delicate and 
difficult. Never have I met with a nobler body of men than the 
missionaries in Korea. 
Discreet, manly, courageous, and their 
attitude in the trying circumstances in which they had been plac-1 
cd, has been beyond all praise. 
When the facts come out, and 
sooner or later they will, they will disclose one of the darkest 
tragedies of history and it will leave a stain on the reputation of 
Japan which can never be effaced. 
Here we have a defenseless, inoffensive people of 16,000,000 ! 
to 20,000,000, their independence ruthlessly taken away from 
them and governed by an autocrat responsible only to the Mikado. 
This governor makes the laws, appoints and deposes judges, di­ 
rects the decisions of courts, levies heavy taxes, and the people 
have nothing to say in the m atter. 
It i& true th at Japan has done considerable material improve­ 
ment in Korea, but it has been pointed out that this again was 
in her own interest. 
The Roman people felt themselves robbed
